""congress that "despite our diplo- 
matic efforts we have not yet suc- 
ceeded in convincing Japanese rul- 
ing circles that peace is better 
than war." 
In a blunt address 
Commissar 


Voroshiloff declared that therefore 
soviet Russia was continuing with 
measures to repel invasion. Inter- 
rupted frequently by 
applause, 


Voroshiloff outlined the general 
condition of the red army which 
he described as more effective than 
ever before, and reported steps 
taken to defend the far east 
against an expected Japanese at- 
tack. 


In language which left no doubt 
that the red army's 
high com- 


mand was convinced that war with 
Japan is probable, Voroshiloff de- 
clared that fortifications had been 
erected at strategic points on the 
far eastern border, thru which "it 
would be difficult for any invader 
to penetrate," and that armed 
forces had been "increased" in 
that region. 


Asserting it would be "ridicu- 


lous" for soviet Russia to ignore 
Japanese preparations for war 
"and continue to trust in our 'near 
neighbor'," Voroshiloff added that 
"the measures we have taken for 
the defense of our frontiers in 
cities of the far east is a stye in 
the eye of the Japanese." 


Prepared for 'Trouble. 


Reiterating 
the charge that 


Japan was preparing Manchuria 
as a military base f or~future opera- 
tions against the U. S. S. R., he 
continued, "this compels us to 
,-prepare for eventualities." 


"Despite our diplomatic efforts," 


he said, "we have not been able to 
convince Japanese ruling circles 
that peace is better than war, and 
that war with us will not be. easy 
for Japanese military circles. It 
would be a big and costly war for 
the initiators." 


"We will be well able to defend 


our far east and will be victorious 
in any war in which we are com- 
pelled to participate," said Voro- 
shiloff. "The dreams of our ene- 
mies to share our territory and to 
exterminate communism are only 
the rankest stupidity." 
Reporting amid frequent cheers 


that the red army and navy had 


n completely reorganized and 


modernized in the last three years, 
Voroshiloff said soviet Russia now 
had tbe most highly mechanized 
army in the world, exceeding in 
that respect the armies of the 
United States, France and Eng- 
land. 
The percentage of mechanized 


horsepower per soldier in the red 
army was 2.6 in 1929, he said, and 
7.74 in 1933. 
"While before 1930 our red army 


was seriously lacking in trained 
specialists," he continued, "now 50 
percent of the entire forces are 
highly trained in technical spe- 
cialties. 
"Similarly our tanks, machine 


guns, artillery and chemical war- 
fare service are also greatly im- 
proved."

That at Least Secretary 


Morgenthau's Way of 


Defining It. 


WASHINGTON. (JP>. Some econ- 


jmists may take exception to Sec- 
etary Morgenthau's definition of 
a gold standard, but the fact re- 
aains that America has gone as 
ar toward a currency freely ex- 
bangeable for gold as the present 
ilans of President Roosevelt con- 
emplate. This was made plain by 
administration officials in a dis- 
ussion of the views expressed by 
the chief executive in his recent 
message to congress. He has aban- 
loned all thought of putting gold 
back into circulation, they said, 
and believes the present standing 
offer to buy newly mined and new- 
y imported gold is sufficient to 
rive the dollar a definite, pegged 
fold value. 


Meanwhile, the treasury set a 


new price on its gold holdings as 
he result of the president's action 
in reducing the dollar to 59.06 per- 
cent of its old gold weight and 
umped the profit of $2.805,512,060 
into its general receipts. The re- 
mit was that the daily statement 
of the nation's financial position 
'or the first time since early in the 
depression showed a surplus in- 
stead of a deficit. Where Friday, 
expenditures were listed as run- 
ning $1,922,598,173 behind receipts, 
Saturday's summary listed $973,- 
716,937 more receipts than expend- 
tures. Friday's statement showed 
the dollar value of the treasury's 


old, 
including that transferred 


from the federal reserve system, 
as $4,034,867,000. Saturday it was 
valued at $7,018.263.925. 


Deficit Still 7 BiMions. 
Treasury 
officials 
reiterated 


there was no intention of applying 
the profit from the gold to the 
deficit and that the final figure for 
:he fiscal year would show a defi- 
cit of 7 billions as estimated by 
President Roosevelt. 


Of the profit, $2,000,000,000 was 


appropriated automatically by the 
monetary bill for the stabilization 
fund with which the administra- 
tion plans to regulate the dollar's 
foreign value. With that deducted, 
on the basis of the day's statement, 
ihere still would have been a defi- 
cit of $1.026,183.063.

Miles an Hour. 


Most of Nebraska was experi- 


encing a "summer" dust storm late 
Saturday. There was no report of 
serious damage or of any major 
storm in the middlewest area. The 
blustery wind in the Lincoln vicin- 
ity ranged from thirty to 
forty 


miles an hour. 
The change in weather came 


early Saturday afternoon when 
the wind shifted to the northwest 
In a few hours the air was filled 
with a fine dust and the horizon 
was brown before sundown. 


The wind whipped up dust on 


the city streets and made it un- 
pleasant for pedestrians and mo- 
torists. 
Weather observers were at loss 


to explain the exact source of the 
dust Some believed t came from 
the Nebraska sand hills, while oth- 
ers suggested it might be dust 
blown up from Kansas during 
the past few days and now settling 
with a shift in wind. 


At 12:30 p. m. an 18 mfle mile 


an hour breeze from the south 
stopped and a strong northwest 
wind began. By 1:30 p. m. the 
wind was averaging 30 miles an 
hour and held at 38 miles an hour 
most of the afternoon. The wind 
velocity reached 40 miles an hour 
at 5:30 p. ax. according to United 
Air lines observers. 


Weather bureau s*id the dust 


could be picked up any place, since 
the sofl is dry over a wide area. 
The high temperature Saturday 
was 68 degrees at 3 aad 4 p. m. 
Tbe mercury bad dropped to 4? 
degrees at 7 p. m. The wind veloc- 
ity then waa 27 miles an hour. 


The strong wind blew down a 


wooden fence used as a signboard 
at 13th and M streets and ripped 
off small branches from 
trees 


about the city. The wind abated 
some late in the evening.

Among 
the victims was Aussie Elliott, a 
fugitive convict and a companion 
of Floyd, the "phantom bandit of 
Oklahoma." 
The other victims 


were Tom Brumley, veteran Sa- 
pulpa chief of police; C. P. Lloyd, 
Sapulpa police officer, 
and Ray- 


mond Moore, one of the suspects. 
Eldon Wilson, a fugitive 
from 


Granite reformatory, was reported 
dying when brought to a hospital 
here. 


Officers said Elliott was with 


Floyd when the elusive bandit 
staged his bold holdup of the bank 
in his home town of Sallisaw two 
years ago. He was one of the ring- 
leaders in a break at the Granite 
reformatory more than two yeara 
ago, when a score of convicts ter- 
rorized the countryside for several 
weeks. 


Surviving officers said the en- 


counter with the Elliott gang was 
by accident. A party of officers led 
by Sheriff 
Strange 
and 
Chief 


Brumley 
were 
searching this 


rugged hill country near here for 
men who were suspected in bank 
robberies and in a recent jail break 
at Pawhuska. 
Elliott and Wilson 


escaped from the Pawhuska jail 
last fall. The posse, which also in- 
cluded Deputy Sheriff 
Gage and 


Officer Flovd Sellers, approached 
a small house two miles west of 
here. 


Outlaws Armed and Ready. 
Occupants of the house, however. 


noted the approach of the posse 
and when the officers neared the 
house the outlaws were posted at 
doors and windows, rifles and pis- 
tols in their hands. 
Sellers 


stepped up to the rear door and 
noticed Elliott. 
He shouted a 


warning to the others. Meanwhile,

A volley of shots answered him.

WASHINGTON.—To go back to 


the fundamentals, the policy of 
thi* nation i» purely defensive. We 
have no aggressive aims against 
any people, their lands or re- 
sources. Sine* we merely wish to 
be let alone, then that instrumen- 
tality both most efficient and most 
economical is naturally our chief 
reliance. 
The first principle of military 


tactics has always been to take 
and hold the high ground. Mani- 
festly whoever controls the air con- 
trols the high ground and the high 
seas. Here enters the strategy of 
American, defense. 
Providentially 


placed between two vast seas and 
with friendly nations north and 
south, her sole object in defense 
agentljfci IS "to protect her shores 
and adjacent waters. She is eco- 
nomically self-sufficient and can 
maintain herself without interna- 
tional commerce. 
Therefore the 


agency which most economically 
and efficiently defends her fron- 
tiers and adjacent waters is the 
one of her chief reliance. Armies 
canot be dispensed with and a navy 
must be maintained, but to these 
must be aded air powers to assist 
in defending the navy and the land 
troops as well as the land itself. 


Independent Force Needed. 


Until recently it was supposed 


aviation would remain forever a 
mere auxiliary to land'troops and 
to navies. But with -increasing de- 
pendability, multiplied speed and 
unexpected lifting power, aircraft 
has become of necessity an inde- 
pendent fighting agency. Of course, 
In a certain sense the army and 
the navy are auxiliary to each 
other but no one would think of 
having an admiral command an 
army or a general command a 
fleet. For the same reason the ar- 
gosies of the air, operating over 
both land and sea and upon prin-

ciplc-8 inapplicable to either lana or 
sea, and with speed and range im- 
possible to either, must be com- 
manded by a mind trained for a 
lifetime in the handling and com- 
mand of aircraft. 


Hence we meet the problem of 


either having two air 
establish- 


ments, one in the army and one in 
the navy, or having one air force 
for use either with the army or 
with the navy or Independtly as 
occasion may demand. Manifestly, 
such dual air force is uneconom- 
ically and Impractical. Upon cer- 
tain occasions the combined air 
forces must operate as a unit. If 
one be trained and officered ac- 
cording to navy standards and the 
other by army standards, complete 
co-operation will be impossible. 
Hence arises the necessity for a 
single, unified, consolidated air 
force. This force will grow in size 
and power with the increasing ef- 
ficiency of aircraft for war pur- 
poses. 


Separate Units Kept. 


Of course some aircraft will con- 


tinue to be needed for use with the 
army, just as occasionally the 
army needs boats for transport 
and escort and for protection. Of 
course aircraft will continue to be 
used in connection with the fleet 
for both observation and combat. 
But in addition to this auxiliary 
aviation there must be and will be 
a completely separate and inde- 
pendent arm ot the air. 


It has its mission as distinct 


from both the army and the navy 
as the army is distinct from the 
navy. This mission is as distinct 
from both military and naval war- 
fare as the air itself 
is distinct 


from both land and water. 
The 


very nature of the case compels 
this separation and classification. 
As sea power advances, land power 
relatively diminishes. As air •power 
advances, both land and sea power 
will relatively diminish. 


This reasoning based on the logic 


of the situation is supported by th« 
experience of ths world. The great 
military nations, such as England, 
France and Italy, have their sep- 
arate and unified air services. Per- 
haps not today nor even tomorrow, 
but the logic of necessity and of 
nature is driving the United States 
irresistibly to a unified air service. 


Plenty of Time for Legisla- 


tive or Popular Action 


on Electricity. 


Rail Commissioner Bollen said 


Saturday that since public power 
projects that have obtained gov- 
ernment money grants will not be 
completed for several years, there 
is plenty of time for the legisla- 
ture to fix rates or empower a 
regulatory body to do so, and that 
these should not be fixed at far- 
away Washington before data is 
available as to consumption. The 
railway commission has power of 
arbitration at present over rural 
rates, and these projects are all 
rural development. 


"The present status of our two 


power projects has the appearance 
of two politicians fiddling out of 
tune while Rome ourns," he said. 
"Approval by the state must pre- 
cede the issuance of the federal 
license and the governor hesitates 
until he is assured that the rights 
of the people are protected. In his 
desire to protect the people, I am 
in full accord. I am not in accord 
with his method. He wants some 
power at Washington to fix the 
rates. I am opposed to any board 
at Washington fixing the rates of 
any public utility in Nebraska. The 
governor wants the government to 
fix the rates in advance. This is 
impossible even at the generators, 
without accurate knowledge of 
consumption. No one can now tell 
the amount to be consumed. 


"The people of this state, thru 


the legislature or thru the initia- 
tive and referendum, have power 
to fix maximum rates for electric 
current, and that power may be 
delegated to a regulatory body. 
The state railway commission now 
has limited jurisdiction over elec- 
tric rates and service in rural dis- 
tricts. The next legislature could 
easily increase this jurisdiction to 
the point of regulation of rates and 
service. In any event the people 
will have plenty of time to act be- 
fore any electric rate will be 
needed. Let us have the money 
now while it is available and talk 
about the rates afterward."

R. Kimball, Nebraska administra- 
tor of art and Grant Wood, Cedar 
Rapids, who holds a similar posi- 
tion in the Hawkeye state, have 
made several swaps of artists and 
everything appears peaceful again. 


Kimball is an elderly gentleman 


of thoroly Old school tastes. The 
sight of a modern artist's canvas 
makes him writhe in anguish. 
Picking more thin a score of art- 
ists to fill the Nebraska quota be- 
came a proolem since 90 percent of 
the applicants seemed imbued with 
the ultra modern language. 
As 


each modern laid his weird sam- 
ples before Kimball for inspection 
he .oared uis disapproval. 


The climax came when Tod Rob- 


ertson, Omaha youth/ an avowed 
Modernist, laid oefore Kimball a 
series of sketches that were to be 
murals of the new million dollar 
federal building.

W. T. Thompson Says Com- 


pulsory Car Testing Law 


Would Be Unfair. 


W. T. Thompson, an attorney, 


has written a letter to Mayor 
Fleming and city commissioners 
criticizing the proposed ordinance 
to require automobile owners to 
have brakes and lights tested twice 
yearly. Mr. Thompson claims the 
ordinance would be unfair and 
costly to car owners who keep 
their cars in good repair and as- 
serts that speeding, not defective 
brakes and lights, is the principal 
cause of accidents in Lincoln. 


Air. Thompson estimated that 


the proposed ordinance would cost 
car owners from $20,000 to §40,000 
a year, whether the car is new or 
old and whether the tests are ne- 
cessary or not. 


"It is fair to assume," he said, 


"that there is not to exceed one 
car out of every twenty-five, or 
four out of every hundred, that tire 
not kept in good repair with re- 
spect to lights and brakes. Under 
this ratio, your proposed ordinance 
will require ninety-six car owners 
out of every hundred to pay from 
$2 to $4 each, or from $192 to 
$384 a year to catch the four neg- 
ligent owners, should such owners 
be unable to escape under the ordi- 
nance. 
"That your proposed ordinance 


will result in an unjust and un- 
warranted tax on all careful car 
owners canot be successfully be _de- 
nied. Excluding the garage men 
who will benefit by such an ordi- 
nance, it is doubtful if there are 
10 percent of our adult citizens in 
favor of such an ordinance." 


Mr. Thompson declared that 


speeding on north 
and 
south 


streets, particularly between A and 
O, is one of the main causes of ac- 
cidents and that something might 
be done about that without putting 
an added burden on automobile 
owners, 


"The most vicious part of the 


proposed ordinance is that it puts 
car owners at the mercy of garage 
men who are authorized to make 
the tests," said Mr. Thompson. 
"For instance, it puts it in their 
power to say to an applicant that 
he must have his brakes relined 
before he will be entitled to a Cer- 
tificate, whether they need it or 
not. I am not saying that they 
would do that. What I am saying 
is that they could do such a thing. 
Such a power should not be put in 
the possession of anyone not under 
absolute control of the city itself."

limits and prohibits the liberty of 
contract, that it does not give the 
right, power or capacity to public 
power districts to acquire water 
rights in Nebraska streams, and 
that the legislation violates the 
fourteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution and also the state 
constitution by failing- to provide 
for ascertainment as to the feasi- 
bility of the districts or determina- 
tion of public welfare by a compe- 
tent tribunal. 


It also charges that the act per- 


mits taking of private property 
without payment of just compensa- 
tion, that it providess no means for 
regulating electric energy rates 
and provides no means of appeal 
from arbitrary orders of the board 
of directors, and that it gives pub- 
lic districts power to appropriate 
waters in violation of the state 
constitution. 


Because the enabling act pro- 


vides that such districts can pay 
any indebtedness only out of their 
earnings, the petition alleged that 
the land owners whose property 
would be taken under the district's 
right of eminent domain would be 
deprived of their property without 
any assurance of repayment.

rallied here. The pound closed in 
New York at $4.93 1-2. up 5 l-2c, 
and the French franc at 6.33 cents, 
up .10 of 1 cent. The pound rallied 
somewhat in terms of the French 
gold franc, and the gold price in 
London slid back a litUe, altho 
some 5 millions offered in the open 
market was quickly gobbled up by 
American banks. 


Stocks were less buoyant than 


bonds in the New York markets, 
but resumed their advance, and 
scores of issues again registered 
new high levels since 1931, with 
many gains of $1 to $3 a share.

to pen the first 


lines of the closing chapter. The I 
lines were written as Governor 
Bryan tossed shovels of dirt about 
the base of an eighteen-foot con- 
color fir 
in a ceremony which 


marked 
the actual beginning of 


the capitol landscaping projects 
The project is the final step toward 
the formal dedication which will 
probably take place late this sum- 
mer."We are happy to hereby signal- 
ize the turn into the lane which 
leads toward dedication," Governor 
Bryan said. "We hope to finish the 
landscaping program in a short 
time so that the patience and en- 
terprise of Nebraska citizens who 
have built this great capitol will 
soon be rewarded with a dedica- 
tion which is a tribute to the 
Cornhusker state." 


The concolor fir—one of forty- 


four of that variety which will be 
used in the project that calls for 
transplanting of 163 trees of dif- 
ferent varieties—is agreed by nurs- 
erymen to be "the perfeci fir," ac- 
cording to Landscape Architect 
Herminghaus, who is in charge of 
the project. These firs will senti- 
nel the north and south entrances; 
other varieties will stand verdant 
guard 
close against the walls of 


the building; and oaks, maples and 
elms will grace the lawn proper. 


The concolor firs 
are 
native 


grown Nebraska trees which come 
frdm the J. J. Lydeck farm near 
the town of Bertha in Burt county. 
Mr. Lydeck brought the seeds back 
from a trip to the Rockies twenty 
years' ago and raised the trees on 
land which he inherited from his 
father, a pioneer Nebraskan.

Reich Doubts Plan Can Of- 


fer Just Solution of 


World Problem. 


BERLIN. (UP). Germany re- 


jected France's latest proposal for 
solution of the disarmament prob- 
lem between the two nations, in a 
diplomatically worded but firm re- 
ply made public Saturday. "The 
main stipulations and possible con- 
sequences of the French plan," the 
reply stated, "raise serious doubts 
as to whether a solution of the dis- 
armament problem could be found 
along these lines which would con- 
form to justice and serve as an as- 
surance of peace." 
Referring- to the French proposal 


to make disarmament 
effective 


over two periods of several years, 
the German note declared the ques- 
tion of whether arms discrimina- 
tion could be extended over several 
years "is decisive for Germany." 
The note asked emphatically: "Can 
the powers justify to any degree 
such a proposal, which is incom- 
patible with Germany's honor and 
security?" 


The note proposes to disarm all 


powers only to the extent on which 
they could mutually agree at the 
present time. It suggests that all 
categories of armament on which 
reduction cannot be agreed at 
present remain unchanged for the 
highly armed powers, Germany be- 
ing given the right "to a certain 
extent" to adopt her own arma- 
ments to that level. Germany in- 
sisted in the note that instead of 
asking rearmament, as had been 
widely inferred, her "most urgent 
desire is that general disarmament 
shall be as far reaching as possi- 
ble." 


AH states should reduce their ar- 


maments to the level planned in 
the Versailles treaty which dis- 
armed Germany on condition that 
other countries would later disarm, 
the note said. It was said that only 
in lieu of such disarmament which 
prolonged negotiation seemed un- 
able to achieve. Germany had sug- 
gested that the principle of equal- 
ity agreed to in 1932 be reached 
thru some rearmament of Germany 
and future restriction on arma- 
ment increase by the other powers. 
Germany revived the question of 
France's 
troop 
reserves 
from 


Africa, suggesting it was incom- 
plete to discuss limitation of con- 
tinental reserves while France 
could call these troops quickly in 
an emergency.

FOLLOWS BLAST 


BY m TRADE 


Ends Implication All Com- 


pany Unions Dominated 


by Employers. 


WASHINGTON. UP). In reply to 


vigorous criticism from the steel 
Industry, NRA retracted a press 
statement implying all company 
unions are dominated by the em- 
ployers, but stood fast on the right 
of the national labor board to call 
a worker election whenever it is 
satisfied a "substantial" number of 
employes in a plant w?r.t it. 


Further, a joint statement by 


Hugh S. Johnson and Donald R. 
Richberg, NRA general counsel, 
said the rights of labor minorities 
to conduct negotiations of their 
own with the employer were not 
abridged by the latest presidential 
executive order on the labor board, 
despite its statement that repre- 
sentatives elected by a majority of 
workers "have been thereby desig- 
nated to represent all the employes 


." This reference was inserted, 


it was indicated unofficially, to 
prevent either side from claiming 
the election unrepresentative be- 
cause its adherents stayed away 
from the polls. 


The point had caused a furore 


hi industrial circles, where fears 
were entertained that the order 
would lead to "closed shop" union- 
ization of plants wherever the 
unions might show a bare majority 
in an election. 
The NRA statement said selec- 


tion of majority 
representatives 


does not restrict the legal rights 
of smaller groups or individuals to 
deal separately with the employer 
but that "as a practical proposi- 
tion" neither labor board nor plant 
management could be expected to 
deal with "an indefinite number of 
employe representatives expressing 
every possible variety of opinion." 


The presidential order at the bot- 


tom of the exchange was issued 
Friday to clear the way for the 
labor board to act and obtain rec- 
ognition for employes under the 
collective bargaining section of the 
industrial law, particularly in cases 
like the Weirton Steel company 
dispute. NRA's announcement of it 
to the press said: "The president's 
order is the direct result of the 
growing tendency on the part of 
industrial management to build up 
'company unions^ in their plants. 
These unions are operated by em- 
ployes' representatives chosen by 
the employer rather than by the 
employes themselves." 


Protests came immediately and 


Friday night the Steel institute in 
New York issued a statement call- 
ing this a "flagrant misrepresenta- 
tion of fact We regard it as .a vio- 
lation of public trust . . ." 


Saturday's answer was: "Inso- 


far as the statement in the press 
release might be read as saying 
that employes' representatives in 
all company unions are chosen by 
employers it was not so intended 
as there is no evidence that such 
is the case. Nor is it true that em- 
ployes if permitted to act in their 
own free choice, may not select a 
company union (meaning local

4 was persoTiaJ in each ease was 


Boston Police Say Man Ar- 


rested in Bandit Hunt 


Linked to Crimes. 


BOSTON. UP). Police said they 


held warrants against John H. Car- 
roll, alias James F. Curran, ar- 
rested in the search for bandits 
who killed a policeman and wound- 
ed three other persons in a $14,000 
Needham bank holdup Friday. The 
warrants charged Carroll with a 
holdup of the Linton restaurant at 
Philadelphia, March 13, 1933; a 
Washington, D. C., bank in June, 
1933, and the 520,000 holdup of the 
Washington square branch of the 
Brookline Trust company. Brook- 
line, Sept. 4, 1933. . 


Sergeant Gaw said Carroll's 


fingerprints 
corresponded 
with 


those on circulars issued by Phila- 
delphia and Washington police. Po- 
lice said a checkup of fingerprints 
found at the Needham bank felled 
to show any similarity with Car- 
roll's. Employes of that bank failed 
to identify him.

of the Needham Trust company 
Friday, were reported by police as 
having identified a picture of Car- 
roll as that of a man who partici- 
pated in the Wollaston holdup.

W A S H IN GTON. (Universal). 


With major legislation beginning 
to pile up in the senate, hopes of 
administration leaders for adjourn- 
ment of congress before May 15 
began to fade. Eagerness of sena- 
tors and representatives to return 
to their homes for primary elec- 
tion campaigns may speed up ac- 
tion. But a glance at the legisla- 
tive agenda led observers to be- 
lieve it will be hot weather before 
congress calls it quits. 


Here are the more important 


legislative issues docketed for ac- 
tion before adjournment: 


Ratification of the Great Lakes- 


St. Lawrence seaway treaty. 


Authorization for building the 


navy to London treaty limits. 


Appropriation of 950 million dol- 


lars for continuation of the CWA 
to May 15, and for direct relief 
until congress reconvenes. 


Restoration of awards to war 


veterans, slashed by the economy 
act, and elimination of the 15 per- 
cent federal wage cut. 


Revision of the tax law. 
Stock market regulation. 
Amendments to banking act of 


1933 with a view to curbing prac- 
tices revealed in the senate bank- 
ing committee's investigation. 


Revision of the national indus- 
trial recovery act to restore anti- 
trust laws and correct abuses re- 
vealed by administration of the 
act. 


Johnson bill restricting jurisdic- 


tion of federal courts in public util- 
ity rate cases. 


To that list President Roosevelt 


is expected to add a proposal for 
executive authority to make recip- 
rocal treaties not subject to subse- 
quent approval by congress. 


Meanwhile administration lead- 


ers were moving to include sugar, 
cattle and other products to the list 
of "basic commodities" in the agri- 
cultural adjustment act, ao as to 
make them subject to processors' 
taxes. Not a single departmental 
appropriation bill has been passed 
by congress. Efforts to agree on 
a vote in the senate next Friday 
on the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
treaty so far have failed. Indica- 
tions were the showdown will be 
delayed.

GOVERNMENT PAY INCREASE 


Civil Service Workers Also 


Gain in Numbers. 


WASHINGTON. 
UP). 
Govern- 


ment workers are increasing in 
number and their salaries are av- 
eraging higher. This was dis- 
closed by civil service commission 
statistics on federal workers under 
executive 
civil service—not in- 


cluding those in the legislative and 
judicial branches nor the armed 
forces—which showed there was 
an increase during December of 
3,640. 
Almost two-thirds 
were 


added to the forces in Washing- 
tan. 


The average monthly salary of 


these workers was $135.09 for De- 
cember while for November 
the 


average was $131.47. Total sal- 
aries of these civil service work- 
eds for December were $80,414,085. 
That was over $3,000,000 more 
than the aggregate November sal- 
aries which was $77,309,801.

"Of course, the professional is 


competing for money, but love of 
the came and the old do-or-die 
spirit are there just the same, and 
if they are not it is pretty much 
of a certainty one will not get very 
far nor remain lone in any game 
for the financial returns alone.

"One 
of the first things a boxer 


learns is to never' let an opponent

But Fit and Brought 


Varied Bids.

NEW YORK. CP>. Many argu- 


ments b e t w e e n husbands and 
wives and between other bridge 
partners over a freak contract 
hand are settled. 


The greatest variety of results 


in the world bridge Olympic of 
Thursday night was on a hand in 
which partners had length and 
strength without fits. In many 
cases neither would give way to 
the other in the auction. This was 
the hand:

East and west were vulnerable. 
The contracts ranged all the way

What was bid at 
a remote place in Alaska to which 
the 16 hands of the world wide 
tourney went by dog sled has not 
been ascertained. One high rank- 
ing New York expert, sitting east, 
bid seven spades. 


West has a sound vulnerable 


opening bin of one heart. Such a 
strong two suiter would give a 
player hopes of slam if he should 
find strength and a fit east. A 
pre-emptive overcall of three clubs 
north after west bids a heart is in 
order. 


At 
most tables the bidding 


started that way and then varied. 
At many east bid three spades, 
south passed and west offered the 
diamond suit and then kept bid- 
ding diamonds or hearts, trying to 
make east choose between the two 
suits and reading east's repeated 
spade calls too optimistically. 


The National Bridge association 


regards the hand as a good illus- 
tration of the point that contract 
is primarily a partnership game. 
The par bidding was: West one 
heart; north three clubs; east four 
spades; all pass. Here is the offi- 
cial explanation: 


"It requires some restraint on 


west's part to refrain from show- 
Ing his second suit, but he should 
realize the danger of further ex- 
periment on freaks of this type. 
The hand is made by a peculiar 
aeries of plays. East's only chance 
becomes obviously the possibility 
that south has no clubs and both 
red aces. Naturally, the club void 
oecomes almost a certainty when 
south fails to open the suit after 
his partner's bid. Declarer's play 
against the best opening, a trump, 
is to make four rounds of spades 
and then throw south in with a 
deuce of spades. South can now 
cash his two aces unhampered, for 
east will simply discard clubs and 
south then will have to give dum- 
my the lead with either or both 
red suits established."

NEW YORK. UP). Markets were 


virtually unanimous in their for- 
ward movement and trading 
on 


most exchanges, especially those 
handling securities and currency 
transactions, was very active. 


By declining against 
foreign 


monies the dollar assumed a more 
noramal direction, tho it still 
maintained substantial premiums 
over French francs and sterling. 
The American unit was down 
abruptly at the opening, then ral- 
lied for a time, but finally dropped 
again. French francs, closing 6.33 
cents, were up one-tenth cent and 
the pound at 54.93 was 51-2 cents 
higher. 


Stocks overcame early profit 
taking and climbed to a strong 
finish which saw general gains of 
1 to 3 points. Bonds, in the sec- 
ond busiest Saturday on record, 
held their momentum, altho much 
of the betterment was in issues 
offering the largest yields. Cotton 
reached new highs since July and 
wheat gained around a cent. Sil- 
ver futures brightened a cent or 
more. 


Shares looked best in the indus- 
trial group where merchandising, 
rail equipment, steels and motors 
pnjoyed good 
sponsorship. The 


advance was accompanied by the 
familiar lag in the ticker as sales 
swelled to 2,081,170 shares, the 
biggest two-hour volume since last 
aummer. The bond ticker, bur- 
dened with a turnover of approxi- 
mately $17,000,000 
par 
value, 


closed about three-quarters of an 
hour late. 


Foreign Exchange Confused. 
Altho dollars drooped, the for- 


eign situation was still one of con- 
fusion. 
Dealers reported lively 


speculation in franc futures on the 
selling side, operations doubtless 
prompted by traders' guessing 
France would leave the gold stand- 
ard. Currency brokers said there 
was no evidence that the British 
or American stabilization funds 
were being used. 


The flourish in stocks carried 


the three major groups to new 
highs for the year and pushed the 
standard statistics industrial com- 
posite more than a point above its 
July top. On the basis of Satur- 
day's final averages, rails still were 
short of that objective by 4.6 
points while utilities lagged by 
31.3 points. The latter was rather 
sluggish this morning. 


News that railroads were begin- 
ning to buy equipment brought a 
play in shares of companies which 
make rolling stock. American and 
Baldwin Locomotive issues and 
General American Tank Car were 
favorites. Chain Store shares, in- 
cluding S. S. Kresge, Montgomery 
Ward, Sears Roebuck and Wool- 
worth, Jumped 1 to 3. Steels, were 
roughly up one to two. General 
Motors 'and Chrysler were active 
and strong, the latter touching the 
best price since 1929. Union Pa- 
cific, Santa Fe, Pennsylvania and 
New York Central improved 1 to

RULES BODY HESIJAB 


TO MAKE ANY 


One of Two Revisions Likely 


to Come, Committeeman 


Tells Bice.

The football 
rules committee 


meets within a week and It would 
be interesting, 
if bewildering, to 


see what type of game would fol- 
low if every suggested rule were 
adopted. 


"It might interest you to know," 


a prominent member of the rules 
committee told me recently, '. tst 
how many tips and suggestions 
B 


receive. There must be at least a 
million who know exactly what 
football needs to make.lt a better 
game." 


"What changes will you make?" 
I asked him. 


"Just as few as possible," he 


said. "But we are going to make 
the game as safe for the player as 
we possibly can. 


"In my opinion," he continued, 


'I believe the committee will make 
the two changes or extensions you 
advocated a few daya ago—mov- 
ing the ball out fifteen yards from 
the sidelines instead of ten—and 
ruling a forward pass over the goal 
line merely as an incompleted pass 
if it isn't caught. These will both 
add something to the attack, will 
make a, faster game, and neither 
will add any phyiscal risk to the 
playing side." 


There is no question about that 


The long list of no-score and low- 
score tie games last *all was amaz- 
ing. Football's balance as a game 
was poor and frequently the team 
that was much the better was held 
to a draw. 


With a chance to throw a pass 


inside the 10-yard line and not lose 
the ball and twenty yards, the 
quarterback of 1934 can open up

ROBABLY the most important 


and useful conception for the 


golfeis is that of swinging, ever 
swinging, as opposed to the idea of 
effortless hitting. This is the chief 
reason that relaxation is stressed 
so endlessly, for tension is the 
thing which impedes a free swing, 
and so often checks the blow be- 
fore the ball has been struck. 


A true swing, after building up 


speed offers no counter force which 
will result in diminished pwoer, 
will result m diminished power, 
ounce of energy which has been 
stored up. 
One of the characteristics of the 


true swing, and the one which most

often escapes the inexpert player, 
is the ample sweep of the back- 
ward wind-up. 


The average golfer, partly be- 
cause lie is unfamiliar with the 
movements which will accommodate 
a long backswrng, and partly be- 
cause he does not trust himself to 
go so far, almost always favors a 
sort of short, hacking stroke. 


Quickly back and quickly down, 


employing a sudden acceleration 
which amounts to a jerk, there is 
scarcely any chance of obtaining 
power or accuracy 
T 


HE most usual argument to 
favor of a backswing of good 


length is that it allows a longer 
arc and more time to attain the 
maximum club-head speed at the 
instant of contact. But there are 
others of at least equal force. 
It Is certainly true that the more 


gradual 
acceleration which 
the 
longer backswmg makes possible is 
bound to make the swing much 
smoother and less likely to be 
yanked out of its groove. 


Also, it is certain that it makes 
it possible to attain the same speed 
with less sudden effort and tnere- 
fore less likelihood of introducing 
contrary forces which might de- 
tract from the power of the stroke. 
The power of a sound swing is 


not dissipated entirely at the loca- 
tion of the ball It is desirable that 
the blow should be directed "through 
the ball" and not merely at it. 
The feeling is that the clubhead, 
having built up its speed, is mere- 
ly floating through the last little 
space immediately pnor to contact. 
The moment one feels, in the con- 
sciousness of having to hit. that a 
sudden effort is needed, trie hands 
tighten upon the club, resistance 
is set up and the motion is slowed 
down rather than accelerated. 
T 


HE easy and usually graceful 
pose in which the correct golf 


swing comes to an end is the re- 
sult of this relaxed swinging Mus- 
cles which have not been tightened 
hi the effort of hitting, do not 
tighten up to stop the club. 
When the swing has passed 


through the location of bte ball, 
the work has been done, the im- 
pulse is withdrawn, and the mo- 
mentum of the club simply draws a 
willing body around to the end of 
the swing. 


If we liken the backswing of a 


golf club to the extension of a coil 
spring or the stretching of a rub- 
ber band. I think we shall not be 
very far of our mark. The greater 
the extension or stretching, the 
greater the force of the return. 
In the golf swing, every inch 


added to the br:kward wind-up up 
to the limit at which the balance 
of the body can be easily main- 
tained, represents additional stored 
up energy to increase the power 
of the downswing. 
It may be possible for the player 


with a comparative!} short wind-up 
to make up this difference by an 
extraordinary hitting effort, but he 
will never be able to do so without 
more than a proportionate loss in 
smoothness and precision

SECURTIES ACT IN AN 


Average of Stocks Is Near- 


ing Levels Established 


Last Summer.

NEW YORK.—This has been a 


week of important financial events. 
The focus is on the market for 
securities, which has been quick to 
interpret the latest proclamation 
covering devaluation of the dollar 
as one that benefits common 
stocks and low priced and medium 
grade bonds and that, hi time, will 
make a more positive impression 
on commodity prices. 


The movements in 
securities 


have been broad and impressive. 
The average of stocks has Deen ap- 
proaching that of last July. Bonds 
have been bought on a large scale 
for both domestic and foreign ac- 
count The remarkable fact is that 
issues, such as governments, mu- 
nicipals and the best of the cor- 
poration loans, have not so far 
been affected by conditions likely 
to operate to their disadvantage. ' 


It is obvious that correction of 


elements in the bond market that 
were responsible for much of the 
banking troubles of the past three 
years lends additional strength to 
that phase of the national economy 
that had been under a cloud. 


The immediate devaluation of 


the dollar below the 60 cent maxi- 
mum proposed suggests that it is 
the intention of the administration 
to work toward the minimum. It 
is this that has rekindled the spec- 
ulative fever. There are great 
problems involved in the program 
of stabilization into which the 
Jzeasury.has entered. The official 
optimism over a low dollar valua- 
tion is not shared by bankers. They 
Contend-that the stabilization fund 
will >b« .exhausted in an effort to 
debase a dollar that is entitled to 
settle at a higher level than 60 
cents. 


Gold imports have already been 


announced and, with the profit in 


the business due to the difference 
in the gold price here and abroad, 
they are likely to be substantial. 
This aggravates the situation in 
France, where an unstable govern- 
ment and an emotional public, un- 
nerved by banking scandals, may 
make it difficult for the Bank of 
France 
authorities to preserve 


their gold policy. 


Great Britain shows no disposi- 


tion to counter against the gold 
operation here. Germany has made 
a concession to American holders 
of her dolar bonds which removes 
an irritating factor, and there is 
some hope that the proposal of 
England and Italy concerning Ger- 
man armaments may quiet the 
war alarms on the continent. 


It is too soon to determine the 


effect of the mw gold basis on 
commodity prices and on business 
in general. As a result of the 
treaty response to other phases of 
the managed currency program, 
there is a disposition to discount 
the influence of the latest man- 
euver on prices. However, effects 
of recovery by artificial and nat- 
ural forces are more and more vis- 
ible. They are cumulative and 
progressive. The country is stead- 
ily emerging from the depression. 
This statistics and observations in 
the field prove. Most of the weak 
places in the business structure 
have been reinforced. The general 
public greets each new monetary 
proposal from Washington with 
approval, and, in its own way, acts 
on it. 


STEEL BOOMJETS IMPETUS 


Flood of Railroad Orders 


Expected by Industry. 


CLEVELAND (JP). The rapidly 


convalescing industry of steel, al- 
ready strongly stimulated by auto- 
motive orders, gleefully anticipated 
another dose of powerful tonic now 
being prepared by the railroads. 
Railroad cars, locomotives end 
equipment already ordered or just 
ready to be ordered are estimated 
roughly at $50,000,000. Confirma- 
tion Of orders for most of this total 
apparently awaits only the ar- 
rangement of financing thru the 
PWA.

that the last train had just gone 
and there would be no more till % 
o'clock Tuesday. The trains had 
•topped, the buses had stopped, the 
tram* had stopped but taxis were 
•till to be had, so I taxied five 
miles from Clapham Common to 
Holbom at midnight But London 
la such a safe, honest, law abiding 
place that you can hardly feel ad- 
venturesome doing that 


"Tuesday, I read in the British 


museum and then went to call on 
friends of one of my Evanston 
friends. These people are here on 
a fellowship from Columbia. The 
man Is writing; a thesis on John 
Donne, and working at present in 
the museum. I found them very 
congenial, and Mr. Coffin and I 
compared notes on the English 
educational system, on which we 
agreed amazingly. 


"Wednesday I had a look at the 


'Codex Slnaiticus,' one of the four 
oldest, probably of the two oldest, 
manuscripts of the Bible, Just se- 
cured from the Russian govern- 
ment Its arrival was a great occa- 
sion, with crowds gathered and re- 
porters busy, and bobbies much in 
evidence. The clear freshness of 
the vellum pages amazed me, when 
I thought of its having been copied 
1,600 years ago, probably, for the 
Emperor Constantine. The British 
government secured the precious 


manuscript from the Russian gov- 
ernment for 100,000 pounds. I like 
London so well I didn't care about 
going on. and was rather sorry I 
had bought my ticket so far ahead 
Friday I fell in love with Canter- 
bury, and now the serious difri^Ily 
is going to be to separate myself 
from Canterbury and go on to 
Winchester. 


"I was fortunate in coming to 


Canterbury on Dec. 29 for that is 
the anniversary of the murder of 
St. Thomas a Becket, 763 years 
ago. After I had been wandering 
about in the Cathedral for an hour, 
I seated myself in the choir for the 
3 o'clock service. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, primate of all Eng- 
land, read the lesson, and then the 
choir and the chapter, with the 
congregation following the stately 
procession, went out of the choir 
into the transept called the Martyr- 
dom, where Thomas a Becket fell 
before his four assailants. Here 
the Archbishop read a memorial 
service. I hadn't known it before- 
hand that I should see this annual 
commemoration. 


"The English have an additional 
holiday—Boxing Day—Dec. 26, so 
shops don't open until the Dec. 27. 
Everything closed at noon Satur- 
day and stayed tightly closed for 
three and a half days. 
Amuse- 


ments weren't closed on Boxing 
Day however; in fact, that is their 
big day."

BUILDING LOAN PROFITS 


An estimate that $3.000.000 in 


dividends will be paid stockholders 
in Nebraska building and loan 
associations during the year end- 
ing June 30 was made by George 
Wilson, supervisor of the building 
and loan division in the banking 
department. This will be somewhat 
smaller than last year's $3,400,- 
000 total on account of a reduction 
from 3 1-2 to 3 percent in the av- 
erage dividend, and because of 
continued shrinkage in assets. This

caused by the federal home loans.

JESUS THE JEW—"There was a superscrip- 
tion over Him, 'This !i the king of the Jews'." 
—Luke 23:38. 


Two chapters in the new testament are given over largely to 


the geneology of Jesus. Taken at face value, they establish the 
fact that Jesus was a Jew. Tho we havo no record of His ap- 
pearance, we may suppose hat He was nit unlike other Pales- 
tinian Jews, more nearly black than blonde. He lived and taught 


in the tradition of thf prophets of His own 
people. Born a Je»v, He died king of the 
Jews. 


But we who profess to be His followers 


haw great difficulty in following the real 
Jesus. Instead of showing gratitude to the 
race that produced Him, we consistently per- 
secute them. Under the urge of racial antip- 
athy gentiles write books which seek to 
prove that Jesus came of non-Jewish blood. 
Many of our local people have recently pur- 
chased pictures of Jesus which make Him 
appear like a Swede or a north German, but 
not like a Palestinian carpenter. 


If' the real Jesus were to come to Ger- 


many today, he would probably be exiled. If He were to apply 
for citizenship in the United States, He would not be admitted 
unless He would recant the sermon on the mount. If He were to 
stray into many churches. He would be denied a cordial welcome 
because of the color of His skin. 


Yet we are sincere in wanting to be disciples of Jesus. We 


have erred in letting the real Jesus be covered with the dust of 
our own prejudices and gilded with our own imaginings. Is our 
loyalty to Him strong enough that we would follow Him if He 
stood among us as He was in the flesh, Jesus the Jew?

May Get County Aid. 


Frontier County Agriculture so- 


ciety vs. County of Frontier. Ap- 
peal, Frontier. Reversed and re- 
manded. Hastings, district judge. 


1. To entitle an agricultural so- 


ciety, formed under the provisions 
of section 2-201, Comp St. 1929, to 
county aid, such society must have 
raised and paid into its treasury, 
by voluntary subscription or fees 
imposed upon its members. $50 or 
more annually and the president of 
said society must certify to the 
county clerk the amount thus paid. 


2. It is not required by section 


2-201, Comp. St. 1929, that tne 
annual payments into the treasury 
of an agricultural society are to be 
made during the calendar year in 
which the levy is to be made. The 
annual payments referred to in the 
statute, are to be made by such 
agricultural 
society during the 


year intervening between the time 
provided by law for the annual 
levy of taxes, and before the filing 
of the required certificate. The 
certificate set out in the opinion 
held to comply with the statute as 


petition, having been 


made at the same time, with ref- 
erence to the same subject, and to 
effectuate the same purpose, will 
be construed together to the same 
extent as tho made in one instru- 
ment.

WASHINGTON.—The really hot 
debate on the naval upbuilding 
bill was staged in the senate cloak- 
room in whispers.

Professor Kemmerer Says

Walter Kemmerer, writing in the

WASHINGTON. (JP>. The Na- 


ional planning board is checking 
up to see how well the country is 
weaving into President Roosevelt's 
jasic pattern for the future the 
ten thousand threads of the recov- 
ery-public works program. 
The 


board has asked each of its field 
supervisors to report on progress 
made to have federal, municipal 
and state emergency projects car- 
ried out with an eye to the 
fu- 


ture. 


In addition to data on the mil- 


ions of dollars worth of federal 
arojects, this report will bring to 
:he board information on state and 
municipal groups from the 5,000 
civil works administration 
men 


and the thirty state planning 
wards that have been welded into 
the national planning machinery. 
The check-up comes at the end of 
:he first seven months of opera- 
tion by the board, a group of three 
experts created in the early days 
of President Rousevelt's adminis- 
tration to carry out his ideas of 
"looking forward." 


The board consists of Frederic 


A. Delano, uncle of the president 
and long active in co-ordinated 
planning for cities; C. E. Merriam, 
professor of political science at the 
University of Chicago, and Dr. W. 
W. Mitchell of the national bureau 
of economic research. 
The work 


is under the immediate direction 
of Charles W. Eliot, 2nd. 


Reaching beyond mere construc- 


tion of public buildings, highways, 
slum clearances and the improve- 
ment of navigational facilities, the 
board has been charged with the 
duty of looking into other ques- 
tions embraced in the president's 
long range plan. 
Questions of 


transportation, distribution and 
cost of electric current are held 
to come within the purview of com- 
munity life. The president's ad- 
vocacy of a redistribution of popu- 
lation, arising out of the uneco- 
nomic use of sub-marginal farm 
lands and the too dense population 
of industrial areas, also are in- 
dexed in the board's catalog of 
problems, as are soil erosion pre- 
vention and reclamation projects. 


Because it is mainly concerned 


with public works, the board oper- 
ates 
with

works in general. In issuing what

Bill Ends Legal Loopholes 


for Evading Decisions 


by Utilities. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). A sen- 


ate fight was developed around a 
pending piece of power legislation 
which, according to its sponsors, 
has been blocked at two previous 
of congress by the activities of 
"wealthy people or powerful cor- 
porations." After languishing in 
and out of committee for more 
than two years, the bill at last has 
gained a favored place on the sen- 
ate calendar. Its author is Senator 
Johnson. It is designed to close 
the legal loopholes thru which 
public utilities, at great cost to the 
consuming public, are alleged to 
have escaped or delayed decisions 
of rate making commissions. 


Senator Norris is supporting 


Johnson in his effort to obtain the 
bill's enactment In a vigorous re- 
port on the bill from the judiciary 
committee, Norris said: 
"These 
great corporations which now take 
advantage of the privilege given 
them by federal law to wear out 
their opponents in long years of 
litigation do not realize that the 
suffering people will not always 
submit to this injustice." 


The exact object of the bill is 


to take away jurisdiction of fed- 
eral district courts to enjoin, sus- 
pend or restrain the enforcement 
of any order of an administrative 
board or commission of a state or 
to enjoin, suspend or restrain any 
action in compliance with such an 
order, where the jurisdiction is 
based solely upon the ground of 
diversity of citizenship, or where 
jurisdiction is claimed on constitu- 
tional grounds. 
"It is quite a common practice 


for the utility corporation to go 
into the federal district court and 
allege that the rates fixed by the 
commission violate the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution 
(dealing with property rights) and 
secure from that court an injunc- 
tion restraining the commission 
from putting the proposed rate 
into effect," said Norris' report. 


The committee's report cited a 


case from Montana, where rates 
ordered put into effect Feb. 1,1929, 
were tied up by litigation and still 
remain undecided. Norris noted 
that tha American Bar association 
has opposed the bill. "If this bill 
should become a law It would af- 
fect the financial income of many 
of these leading attorneys," he 
wrote after conceding the ability 
and patriotism of the association's 
members.

been in 


preparation those many years, 
but the "pieces," "still stucic 
around the h o u s e some- 
where," as their composer 
states, were the bases on 
which Howard Hanson, still a 
young man, went from the 
little Saunders county town, 
its public schools and Luther 
college, to musical study in 
Lincoln and the east, to be- 
come the winner of the first 
American Prix de Rome com- 
petition, guest conductor for 
the most famous symphony 
orchestras, composer whose 
works are played by noted 
musical groups in his home 
country and abroad, and re- 
cipient of an invitation to pre- 
pare a score for an opera to 
be given in that great, home- 
ly, bai-nlike structure at Thir- 
ty-ninth and Broadway, where 
only the great are asked to 
participate. 


Dr. Hanson, according to his own 


remarks when he attended the Mu- 
sic TeacJiers National association 
in Lincoln in late December, nas 
been working off and on for some 
time on the score for the libretto, 
done by Richard L. Stokes, music 
and drama critic of the Sft. Louis 
Post-Dispatch for eleven years and 
of the New York Evening World 
for five years. However, the last 
year has been one of intensive ef- 
lort, working all summer steadily 
and every evening and all day Sun- 
day during the other months, as 
his days are given over to his "job" 
as director of the Eastman School 
of Music at Kochester. 


Matter of "Inspiration." 
"Any composition, however," he 


explains, "is largely a matter of in- 
spiration. One must be in the mood 
or the result isn't satisfactory. 11 
jou don't feel the urge for compo- 
sition at that moment, the only thing 
to do is to wait. 
"Nevertheless, there is a tremen- 


dous amount of technical work in 
this undertaking that can be done 
under pressure. It's dilficult to re- 
alize the labor involved in scoring 
for an orchestra, and then trans- 
cribing the orchestral score lor the 
piano, so that the singers can work 
it out." 
For his opera. Mr. Stokes chose 
seventeenth century New England 
and his theme is the conflict be- 
tween the Puritans who frowned on 
life and Cavaliers who loved it. The 
setting is the unpuntannical colony 
founded by Thomas Morton 
at 
Merry Mount — Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne wrote of it in "The Maypole 
of 
Merry 
Mount" — now near 


Quincy. Mass. The, opera is in four 
acts and six scenes and has but a 
half dozen principal roles, although 
the entire cast numbers eighteen.

In more than most operas, 'Merry 
Mount' is a joint venture." 


Of his own efforts, Dr. Hanson 


says less. His first work on the opera 
was a choral, "Hymn of the Pun- 
tans," at the beginning of the dra- 
ma, a motif that runs through the 
entire score. However, that was 
more happenstance than choice, the 
first theme that caught his fancy 
might have be»n much f urtJtier witn- 
in the text. In the ordinary fashion, 
Dr. Hanson explains, the composer 
picks out the more intense, the 
more fascinating, the more dra- 
matic sections for his principal 
theme, outlines the others for his 
subjective motif, and then joins the 
two together. 
Sarafin To Conduct. 


Maestro Tuho Serafin. who is to 


conduct the premiere, is one of the 
Metropolitan's principal conductors. 
He gave the score and the libretto 
the first reading in late December. 
after which 
orchestra 
rehearsals 


were begun. Upon him rests the in- 
terpretation of the Nebraska com- 
poser's music, a composer who has 
become one of the foremost music- 
ians of today. He it will be who will 
draw out the heavy moods of the 
Puritans, the gayer strains of the 
Royalists, from the strings and the 
wood winds and the brasses around 
him. 
In this rehearsal period, Dr. Han- 


son has been taking but little part. 
And that small part but advisory. 
He feels if .he can not put his own 
thought on the written page clearly 
enough for a noted conductor to un- 
derstand its meaning, he 
should 
make little later attempt at clarifi- 
cation. He is quite against a com- 
poser "mixing" in the interpretation 
of his work. 
Each of the singers has 
been 


coached separately by an assistant 
conductor. Giulio Setti. chorus di- 
rector of the Metropolitan for many 
years, is in charge of that work. Jo 
Mielzmer. a brilliant young scene 
designer, to Dr. Hanson's mind, who 
prepared the sets for "The Emperor 
Jones" is doing a similar work for 
"Merry Mount." 


Ballet, Chorus Favored. 


Dr. Hanson has found that the 


opera offers especially good oppor- 
tunities for both the ballet and the 
chorus, the latter expanded with the 
Metropolitan opera school chorus 
In the last scene of the third act, 
he is particularly taken with the 
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effects offered there. As described 
by the New York Herald-Tribune, 
Pastor Bradford dreams of the val- 
ley of Tophet, envisioning 
the 


preached-agamst 
Maypole 
dance 


and "souvenirs of Christian demon- 
ology" a defeat of his conscious rec- 
titude by his subconscious. 


"The Cavalier leaders reappear as 
Satanic characters, with Lackland 
as Lucifer, Emperor of Hell; mons- 
ters gibber as Lucifer's procession 
arrives. After a dance and chorus, 
Lucifer summons Bradford, tempt- 
ing him by magnificent offers and 
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by a group of infernal courtesans to 
adore him. Bradford stands 
firm, 
and denounces Lucifer with waxing 
vehemence, Lucifer and his train 
seem crushed, but Astoreth, in the 
guise of Marigold, arrives, wearing 
a Babylonian dress 'with traces of 
the Cavalier Ladj .' As she embraces 
Lucifer, Bradford 
with desperate 


resolution, offers to sign the Devil's 
book in exchange for possession ot 
Astoreth that night 
He struggles 


with Lucifer and overthrows him; 
Hinging Astoreth on the throne be- 
side him, he dons Lucifer's robe and 
crown. Lucifer departs in despair: 
Bradford, having, as bidden, cursed 
New England, signs the book, Anti- 
christ (a parson oil the opera) then 
brands a crimson mark on his fore- 
head. He and Astoreth embrace as 
a female chorus sings, tne scene 
closed with a rainfall of heavy led 
drops."Reprimands Offender. 


The opera opens on the^principal 
street of a Puritan community with 
the congregation singing in the 
church. Typical of the times are the 
pillory and the stocks, each with its 
occupant. Bradford, coming from 
his church, rebukes both Desire and 
Banks for the conduct which had 
brought them to public punishment, 
and releases them, but Banks still 
is Hostile and unrepentant. 
Telling one of the elders, Praise- 


God Tewke. of the unhappy imag- 
inings he has had, the churchman 
suggests marriage for 
Bradford, 
telling him his daughter. Plentiful 
has a "foolish fancy" toward him. 
Plentiful, when summoned, admits 
her "fancy," but asks for a week in 
which to consider. Within a short 
time, word is brought that "a com- 
pany 
of 
merry gentlemen"— the 


Ca\a!ie~s — were planning an "Em- 
pire of Jollity'' with Maypole dances 
and merrymaking. Bound to 
the 


whipping pest for his message. Lady 
Marigold rushes in to save the un- 
fortunat news bearer, when Brad- 
ford recopnizes her as the vision in 
his drecm. T^e leaders of the Meny 
Mount colony. Lackland and Mort- 
on, appear about this time, with a 
charter for their settlement, which 
was to be short-lived in stern New 
England, and antagonism develops 
in both groups. Bradford preaches 
against the Maypole revelry as the 
Royalists sing and dance, but a 
truce is declared until the follow'-iij 
day. As the newcomers leave. Brad- 
ford declares his love for Mangold. 
but she only asks him to officiate at 
her marriage with Lackland. Not- 
withstanding the 
truce. 
Bradford 
pleads for an immediate attack on 
the Cavalier colony, spurred by his 
anger, and turns from Plentiful as 
she seeks to appeal to him. 


Merrymaker? Repelled. 


The Maypole festivities open the 
second act. but during the marri- 
age ceremony of Marigold and Lack- 
land. Bradford rushes in. denounces 
the cercmonj. and is followed by 
armed Puritans. The merrymakers 
continue their songs and dances. 
but. unarmed, they are drnen off. 
The Puritans, singing their soberer 
soncs. tear doun the Maypole, the 
booths erected for the carnival, and 
despoil iho background of

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Capitol's Artistic Triumph Near Completion As East Facade Carvings Finished

W 


ITHIN the last several 
weeks—entirely unno- 


ticed by many—the sculptural 
decoration adorning the east 
facade of the Nebraska state 
capitol was 
finished, thus 


completing another important 
step in the exterior embellish- 
ment of the building. 


For almost a year and a 


half the carving of some 450 
square feet of stone was in 
progress—three bas-reliefs, 8 
by 10 feet in size, above the 
arched windows at the en- 
trance; two other reliefs, 5 
by 9 feet, which flank the 
facades, and four small but- 
tress ornaments. All were 
executed from models by Lee 
Lawrie, sculptor of the cap- 
itol. 


No announcement was made of 


the completion of the panels. One 
day Alessandro Beretta. the lial'an 
carver employed by the Edward Ar- 
dolino Co., of New York City, to 
carve Mr. Lawrie's work, simply laid 
down his tools. Carpenters removed 
the scaffolding on which he had 
worked. The small frame shack, 
housing the equinment that pro- 
vided Beretta with a compressed air 
hose, disappeared from the 
east 


lawn. 
Start On West Side. 


Almost immediately the scaffold- 


ing and the frame house made their 
appearance on the west side. And 
there they will 
remain 
for the 
greater pajt of the present year, 
while Beretta—probably with the 
assistance of another carver during 
he spring and summer months— 
vill carve additional Lawrie panels 
>n the building. This will complete 
en year's of sculptural decoration

All were designed by Lee Lawrie, sculptor of the capitol, whose 
earlier work on the buildins won international attention, and. in 1921, 
the fold medal in fine arts of the American Institute of Architects.

The model for the Solon panel re- 
cently arrived in Lincoln, but the 
casting of the others is not yet 
completed in the east. Of the three. 
Mr. Lawrie wrote to a friend in Lin- 
coln this fall, in substance: "I think 
these are going to be some of the 


best things I've done for the build- 
ing. And I'm working night and 
day to complete them." 


Number 7 m "The Development of 
the Law" series is "Plato Writing 
His Dialogue on the Ideal Repub- 
lic," work upon which Beretta now 
has well under way. Numbers 8 
and 9 at the southwest corner of the 
building, completed several years 
ago, represent the trial or Orestes, 
son of Agamemnon, before the an-

500 carloads of potatoes have been 
shipped 
from the three Kimball 
county stations—Kimball, Bushnell 
and Dix—this season. The

ly of tJ. S. No. 1 stock and have 
been billed principally to southern 
states, including Florida, Georgia, 


Texas. Alabama, North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana.

above grade potatoes, growers have 
received on the average, $110 per 
hundred, sacked.

From among the 
thousands of scouts in the state, 
thirtv-six boys are going to spend 
a full dav watching the actua! oper- 
ation of state government. Not only 
watchinc but also hearing all about 
it For each of the eighteen state 
officers will give his time and at- 
tention for that dav to these thirty- 
six youths, one official for each 
two scouts.

own peculiar way. 


Easter falls on April 1 this year. It is 


infrequently that Easter and All Fools' day 
come on the same day, and when it does it 
is a tough break for the pranksters. When 
April 1 falls on Sunday it cramps the style 
of the jokesters in a number of ways. Easter 
and All Fools' day do not coincide again until 
1945, 
again in 1956 and then in 1995. 


Three Russian balloonists gave up their 


lives in a scientific flight into the stratosphere 
last week when their balloon descended too 
rapidly. The gondola hit the ground with such 
impact that not only the balloonists lost their 
lives but the records of the flight were lost 
when instruments were smashed. This was one 
of 
the 
most futile of stratosphere flights. 


Some have been unproductive but none met 
such a tragic ending as this. 


The increase in the consumption of cig- 


arets last year may have been partly at the 
expense of cigars for cigar consumption 
dropped off. The number of cigar smokers 
may not have decreased, however, just be- 
cause consumption declined. It is possible that 
smokers cut their individual consumption. 
Yet it is quite certain that cigarets replaced 
some cigars in smokers' faces and those who 
look for bad signs see one in this change.

Such cases are unusual. It is not often that a 
convicted man is so trustworthy and even 
rarer are the cases in which officials are will- 
ing to repose so much confidence in a prisoner. 
On the other hand, an attempt at escape would 
have availed this man but a short lived free- 
dom. Fingerprinted and photographed, he 
would have great difficulty keeping under 
cover very long. 


The new president of Cuba does not share 


the thumb-at-nose attitude of so many of the 
revolutionaries who think they placed him in 
power. He is doing his best to induce the 
United States to increase the quota of sugar 
that it will permit Cuba to market in this 
country, and this fact should make alert the 
beet sugar interests in which Nebraska has 
a large interest. The experts say 6 million 
tons of raw sugar are consumed in this coun- 
try annually. Of this beet sugar contributes 
a million. Cuban mills are equipped to pro- 
duce 23/4 million tons, and in the negotiations 
now under way the request is that this coun- 
try take 2 million and that the tariff be re- 
duced to a cent a ton.

MASS THINKING. 


Another cause for alarm has been discov- 


ered by a group of the clergy. This is that 
mass thinking arid mass action have been so 
far developed in this country and in Germany 
as to create fear that the individual will 
finally be eliminated from the life picture. 
Italy, Poland, Russia and Turkey might well 
be included. In all of these countries democ- 
racy, which is the mouthpiece of the indi- 
vidual, has either declined or been smothered. 
Dictators rule and demagogs, both in and out 
of the church, are the spokesmen and the 
leaders of the people, we are toM. 


Dr. Albert E. Ribourg, an Episcopalian 


leader of New ifork City, in a recent sermon 
said, among other things: "The outstanding 
characteristic of humanity today is its tend- 
ency to what might be called mass mentality. 
More and more we are counting not by heads 
but by crowds. The elimination of the indi- 
vidual is a deplorable fact in our present state 
of civilization. We in the United States are 
being mentally and spiritually suffocated by 
the mass idea. 
Politically and socially we 


have almost ceased to do our individual think- 
ing; 
instead we are shouting slogans which 


clever political and ecclesiastical demagogs 
are putting into our mouths." 


Whether this is an accurate picture of 


the civilization of today may well be left to 
individual opinion, which still remains. The 
interesting thing is that in two of the coun- 
tries thus listed the cause of popular educa- 
tion has made its greatest strides—Germany 
and the United States. If this condition ex- 
ists, if the people have given over doing their 
own thinking and rely upon self chosen or 
other types of leaders to tell them what to 
think, what shall we say about education, the 
primary purpose of which is to train the 
minds of the people to function and to prime 
them with a sufficient supply of facts to 
give 
intelligence and direction to their 


thinking 1 


Here is a nut on which some of our ex- 


perts in primary and secondary education 
might try their cracking implements. The 
poachers have been trying to change human 
nature by their teachings; has mass produc- 
tion intervened to make futile their programs

THE NAZIS BLUNDER. 


It is said that rapid progress is being 


made in the effort to put all Germans, men, 
women, and children, into uniforms. The 
storm troops have long worn the brown uni- 
forms, the Hitler guards black. Some time 
ago green denim was adopted by the labor 
service army and horizon-blue by the "sport 
fliers." 
Blue dress suits have been designed 


and also brown. The women members of the 
labor front have a uniform dress. The nazi 
authorities have decreed uniforms for the 5 
million boys and girls in the Hitler youth or- 
ganization. The non-uniformed will be scarce 
in Germany in a short time. 


The German government is making a mis- 


take by this widespread adoption of the uni- 
form. The uniform has a certain psychological 
effect on the wearer that is lost when every- 
one "/ears a uniform. It also has an effect on 
the observer that wears away as the uniform 
becomes common. 


Germany should profit by the experience 


of this country. Before the war the uniform 
was rarely 
seen and carried great weight 


wherever it went. The soldier or sailor, no 
matter how humble his rank, was admired and 
respected in communities far from the coast 
or from army posts. And he was justly proud 
of himself. 


With the war came a great influx of 


military uniforms and it was followed by an 
even more impressive flood of uniforms of all 
kinds. During those prosperous days following 
the war not only soldiers, sailors and police- 
men boasted uniforms but oil stations put 
their men in natty outfits, street cleaners 
donned the white and brass buttons, drum 
corps were organized with gay outfits, the at- 
tendants at theaters looked more like West 
Pointers than did the cadets themselves, door- 
men had more resplendent outfits than ad- 
mirals. Bank guards and janitors outshone 
the generals. 


The uniform sank to a low estate under 


these conditions and there are those who were 
inclined to rejoice when depression robbed us 
of our uniformity and gave a little variety to 
dress and color of the daily scene. 


A favorable balance of trade isn't always 


an asset. Germany owes this country a vast 
man of money. We sell more to Germany 
than we buy. Germany owed money to the 
Hollanders and to the Swiss. They are get- 
ting their full interest and the bonds they 
hold are higher than German bonds held in 
America. The Germans stopped paying in- 
terest on Dutch and Swiss bonds. Holland 
and Switzerland impounded money to have 
been paid Germany lor imports, in our case 
tie interest money has not been collected. 
German bonds have gone down and down be- 
cause of tie default. Now it is said that Ger- 
mans are buying up their own bonds in thij 
country. They buy them at a low figure be- 
cause they were depreciated thru non-pay- 
ment of interest. Somehow Uncle Sam seems 
to be a poor collector.

NOT ETHICAL. 


Frank Murray, a relative of the governor 


of Oklahoma, has been accepting fees for at- 
tempting to secure clemency for men con- 
victed of crime. Governor Murray admits 
that his relative has appeared before him 
"once or twice" seeking clemency for con- 
victed men. 


"I figured there was going to be some 


money made that way,"' says Frank Murray, 
"and I would make some." He added that be 
would have done the same thing if anyone 
else had been governor. 


The governor of Oklahoma may have 


been innocent in these cases of any wrong 
doing. There isn't a scintilla of evidence that 
he did anything wrong, so far as the record 
now stands. He met pleas for clemency for 
others from his relative with a negative. 
Whether he ever looked with favor upon a 
plea that his relative made is not stated. The 
facts relating to individual cases may not be 
important. The important fact is that a rela- 
tive of the governor saw an opportunity to 
make money by using, what outsiders might 
well have believed, any possible influence that 
one relative might have with another in rela- 
tion to the performance ol a public duty. 
The opportunity to collect ices on that basis 
was there and was used. 


Nepotism seems to go much farther in 


interfering with public service Uian Uiru the 
appointment of relatives to public positions. 
What bas happened in Oklahoma doubtless 
has happened in many other places. It was 
to get away from such possibilities that Ne- 
braska years ago instituted its board of par- 
dons and paroles. Machinery was set up to 
consider pleas for denser cy from men serv- 
ing lime in peni) institutions. The plan has 
worked fairly well in this state It has worked 
well in others. It is asking a great deal to 
place Ute burden of such decisions on any one 
executive officer. 


MOKE OR LESS PERSONAL, 


Here and there over the country there 


is still talk about consolidation of counties, 
but in one state, only, so far as reported, is 
an actual effort being made to bring about 
a result that may be watched as an experi- 
ment. Two counties in Michigan are about to 
be consolidated. There has been much dis- 
cussion of this matter in Nebraska, but it has 
i:pver got very far. County seat towns have 
never been wildly in favor of the change, 
altho it is admitted that larger counties could 
be managed by the same number of officers 
and a saving to taxpayers could be effected. 
Maybe the taxpayers, some day, will take 
matters into their own hands, and see what 
can be done. And maybe they will not, be- 
cause many taxpayers would oppose on the 
ground that their property interests might 
be affected. 


Many economies in government are pos- 


sible, but often when they are mentioned 
selfish interests intervene and they get no 
farther. Not a great while age a Missouri 
official outlined a plan by which the 114 
counties in that state could be merged into 
40 counties to the benefit of the counties 
themselves, the state and the people who pay 
the bills. The plan didn't get far. One of the 
arguments used showed the number of pay- 
roll attaches who would be compelled to enter 
into competition with others in business and 
the professions. The politicians were not at- 
tracted to the proposition, and without their 
help to agitate and place the issues before 
the voters the plan got nowhere. What might 
be popular would be a suggestion that every 
town and village be made a county seat 


J. B. Logan of the department of agri- 


culture, writing from Haigler, says: 
"The 


southwestern corner of the state has enjoyed 
a winter that would give southern California 
reason for alarm in climatic competition. Dur- 
ing the month of December Haigler scored 
the highest -nonthly average temperature of 
38.4 degrees of the 92 stations reporting thru- 
out the state. The lowest minimum tempera- 
ture for December, of 7 degrees above zero 
was recorded at Haigler and Benkelman (both 
in Dundy county) on the night of Dec. 25. 
January has repeated in point of mild winter 
temperature. The lowest for this station being 
12 degrees above zero on the sixteenth and 
the highest 68 degrees on the twenty-seventh. 
An average of 36.4 degrees for the month has 
been recorded here. 
Precipitation for the 


month of January had been deficient but win- 
ter wheat in this section is looking good to 
excellent notwithstanding." 


Omaha is dispensing with its traffic court 


and hereafter those who violate traffic laws 
will be taken into the police court, and there 
lined up with all classes of offenders, to learn 
their fate. The traffic court was brought into 
being to make it easier and more comfort- 
able for some of the offenders who didn't 
find much that was congenial in associating 
with police court attendants. It was rather 
an acceptable gesture that did not seem to 
aid much in the serious business of law en- 
forcement. 


Lincoln and Omaha are to try out new 


traffic ordinances at about the same time. 
The new measures have found much opposi- 
tion from the start, but they will be tried. 
One of the arguments against trying new 
laws and making new offenses has been that 
the police departments haven't found it pos- 
sible to enforce less complicated laws. If 
they fail with the less complicated what can 
they do with additional provisions to be en- 
forced? 


The urge for action has been a growing 


death roll from traffic everywhere. Some ac- 
tion has been found necessary. The traffic 
officers have not supplied that action. In 
both cities there has been open disregard of 
traffic laws. This disregard has not come 
from a large number of people. It has come 
from a small percentage of drivers, but that 
small percentage has been responsible for 
many accidents. It is to correct the failures 
of the few that further restrictions are to be 
placed on the careful and conscientious driv- 
ers. 
Lincoln is planning a new brake and 


light requirement Ninety percent of the peo- 
ple do not need it It is to catch the other 
10 percent or less that the city plans to farm 
out its own duty of seeing that cars with 
proper lights and brakes only are permitted 
on the streets. 


Grasshoppers planning to hatch out in the 


early spring will take notice that a bill is be- 
fore congress providing for money for their 
eradication. The money would be used to buy 
poison to be spread on the ground about the 
time the hoppers hatch. It is sponsored by a 
South Dakota congressman.

days for educators. 
They haven't had good 


news from \Vashington. They have had news. 
Some of it related to more work ahead and 
some of it related to less government money 
for educational purposes, at least from the 
regular budget Some of the news has been 
such as to forecast trouble. Some of it has 
indicated that the trouble is not very far 
ahead. That makes it more than ever non- 
cheenng. 


During the week Chancellor Burnett of 


the state university got back from Washing- 
ton. He had gone there to urge the building 
of a new armory on the Nebraska campus for 
the use of the cadets. He was told all of the 
PWA money for the war department bad been 
earmarked. The educational relief plans may 
not carry thru, unless congress provides in 
new 
appropriations 3 million 
dollars 
a 


month to be used in institutions 
He also re- 


ported that elin-.mation from the budget of 
appropriations that lor years nave been forth- 
coming would hamper enginc-cnng. agricul- 
tural, extension and experimental work. 
In 


the case of th» university it would mean limi- 
tation of dry land farming work now done at 
North Platte and the closing of the experi- 
ment substation at Mitchell.

On 


reduced appropriations many readjustments 
had to be made.

and the chancellor would agree. Facing this 
state of affairs the workers at the agricul- 
;ural college have also received many calls 
from the national government to supply in- 
formation and assistance. The working out 
of the agricultural adjustment plans, the 
wheat acreage reduction and corn-hog produc- 
tion, has called for many extra hours from 
educators. The entire force of the agricultural 
extension department has not been sufficient 
to carry this load. The teaching and research 
staffs'have been drafted for help. In the face 
of this comes the possibility of a 25 percent 
reduction in federal funds. 


News of elimination of educational items 


from the national budget had reached Lincoln 
in advance of the return of the chancellor. 
The Morrill-Nelson bill fund is to be cut 25 
percent 
There is to be a further reduction 


in the Smith-Hughes fund. The Smith-Lever 
fund is to be cut 25 percent. Other agricul- 
tural extension and experiment stations are to 
suffer. 
Even tho the deficits are made up 


thru the appropriation of AAA appropriations 
the hurt remains. The AAA is an emergent 
measure, and with the passing of the immedi- 
ate emergency its appropriations will cease 
and permanency in agricultural, experimental 
and extension work will not have been re- 
tained. 


"Eighteen government field stations now 


operate in the ten states comprising the Great 
Plains region," writes Dan B. Casement of 
Manhattan. "Their purpose is to promote the 
agriculture of those regions by breeding and 
distributing the seeds of plants best suited to 
the climate, and by demonstrating most profi- 
table methods of soil cultivation and farm op- 
eration, to the end that the area once known 
as the Great American desert may serve as 
homes for happy and prosperous people. The 
ten states wherein these stations are situated 
now grow about 60 percent of the wheat, 40 
percent of the oats and barley, 20 percent of 
the corn, 65 percent of the flax, 95 percent of 
the grain sorghums, and 40 percent of the cot- 
ton annually produced in the United States/' 


In our own state two institutions will be 


most hurt The North Platte substation is the 
sole fact finding institution of an almost ex- 
clusively dry land section, comprising 10 mil- 
lion acres of farm land. This is 22.5 percent 
of the farm land of Nebraska. The section 
embraces 22,924 farms, or 18 percent of the 
farms of the state. In 1930 it produced 59 
million dollars worth of crops and had a live- 
stock inventory of 50 million dollars. It nor- 
mally produces 2 million acres of corn and 
1 3-4 million acres of wheat It has been serv- 
ing the state since 1904. 


The Scottsbluff field station, at Mitchell, 


conducted co-operatively by the state and the 
federal government must close if government 
funds are not forthcoming. It serves an irri- 
gated section, including approximately 400,000 
acres of irrigated land. This is more than 
half of all the irrigation 
(both ditch and 


pump), in the entire state. It is a region of 
diverse soils and soil problems. Sugar beets, 
potatoes and beans grow on 100 thousand 
acres of irrigated soil in that region. It has 
extensive feeding and dairy interests. The 
field station is regarded as vital to tie con- 
tinued prosperity of that region. 


The government has leaned heavily on 


these institutions in pulling into effect many 
features of the new deal. If it kills Uiem off 
by starvation it may soon 'feel the need ol 
something to take their places.

"It was a day of depression for the patri- 


arch Job. His flocks and herds had been scat- 
tered, his children had died, and no one left in 
the house but his vixen of a wife, who took 
great satisfaction making sport of his misery 
and telling him he ought to die. To add to 
his unhappiness came the three "comforters," 
who tortured him by talking nonsense and 
telling him that he was in the midst of a de- 
pression caused by his own misconduct. Schol- 
arly men have disputed as to whether there 
ever existed an individual bearing the name of 
Job who had to endure all that he is said to 
have endured, and finally seems to have gotten 
out of it all by the skin of his teeth, and was 
rewarded for his patience and endurance by 
the restoration of his family (or one just like 
it) and the return of his flocks and herds, so 
that he lived happy ever after. 


Perhaps the story of Job may profitably 


be applied to the great spread of uncomfort- 
able people who are trying to struggle thru the 
present depression without manifesting in 
their collective faces the distress that is fairly 
eating out their hearts. That Job kept up as 
well as he did under the distressing experi- 
ences he was forced to endure is a marvel to 
one of this later and more enlightened age. 


In 1873 an old English sea captain, who 


bad accumulated a fortune in the orient came 
to Martin county, Minnesota, and purchased 
several thousand acres of land. This land he 
had broken and planted to beans, employing 
several hundred men and boys to do the work. 
The beans sprouted and the prospective crop 
seemed most promising, but in July of that 
same year a plague of grasshoppers, from the 
Black Hills region of the Rocky mountains, 
swept over southwestern Minnesota. They 
settled down on "Beanville" and in one night 
ate all the beans that had appeared above the 
ground. Other crops, wheat corn, and rye, 
met the same fate, the destruction was almost 
complete. Those communities were nearly all 
peopled by men and women with strong reli- 
gious convictions and many contended that 
the grasshoppers were the works of the devil, 
and others that the activities of the little glut- 
tons ordered by providence, as a reward for 
the inequity of some of the people who hunted 
and trapped on Sunday and otherwise dis- 
obeyed the divine command. Who knows? 
Dear Lord, those 'hoppers -were an awful mesa, 
But were they sent to either curse or bless?

cial reconstruction educator, has demonstrated 
he can outmoan the Gloomy Dean of Lon- 
don, Inge. And if you ask us, we'll say he is 
not only pessimistic, but just a little bit balmy 
in the belfry. 


Before an Omaha audience last week, 


Doctor Watson delivered 
himself 
in this 


fashion: 


"The basic tragedy of American youth in 


1934 is that so few have any thuig for which 
to live. Many of them get mixed up with sex, 
because they have nothing else to play around 
with. Parents are suffering from an illusion. 
They believe they are educating their children 
so that when they grow up they will make 
the world better than we have, but how can 
we expect that? We need an effective pro- 
gram of action of our own to create the ideals 
and standards we desire. Then our children 
may enter the outside world for which they 
now frequently are not ready, without discov- 
ering it is utterly unlike their sheltered home 
situations." 


It 
will be conceded Doctor Watson has 


gained hold of an idea, but it certainly has 
played havoc with him. He is the perfect 
specimen of either too much or too hA«v 
thinking. 


No generation has gone forth but that its 


future was hopeless and its preparation Inade- 
quate. Strangely enough, in some manner it 
has managed to muddle thru, to establish 
higher living standards than were enjoyed by 
the one preceding it, to add to the world's 
wealth and thought. 
There hasn't been a 


sterile generation in the fields of business and 
industry, in science, in social justice, or even 
hi the development of government since the 
beginning. Each has added its mite. Each 
left a world more comfortable than the one 
it entered. Each in some miraculous fashion 
discovered the key which enabled it to push 
thru the gates onward and upward.

But when it comes to living, when was 


there ever a period of exploration and adven- 
ture on a mighty scale which should appeal 
more to the imagination than the present 
time? It isn't the fate of one, of a handful, or 
of hundreds which is at stake. It is the fate of 
a nation of more than 120 millions, which in 
the beginning gave voice to a certain faith in 
certain 
elemental governmental principles. 


What more could youth desire to live and to 
die for than the preservation of those prin- 
ciples? Is man capable of governing himself, 
not thru the benign attitude of a superman, 
but thru the strength and the wholesomenesa 
of his own ideals? Is man capable of arrang-\ 
ing the affairs of a country wonderfully rich *. 
in such a fashion that the many, not the few, 
may enjoy the comforts of modern life? Is 
man the master of his destiny? 


Nothing to live for! 
What should these millions of youngsters 


say to that, when before their eyes stretches 
the impressive reminder that the task at hand 
is the cleansing and improvement of business, 
and the revitalizing of government so that it 
becomes prepared? It isn't wholly necessary 
they shaU have become inured to hardship. 
Hardship in lLe old sense of the word ended 
when America became a settled country and if 
the frontier disappeared. But a mere physicay 
frontier does not imply necessarily that it Is 
the most challenging or the most difficult. Ac- 
tually, these youngsters have faced "frontiers 
more terrifying than the one of the new west 
following the Civil war. Actually, they have 
been tested more severely than the youth of 
the covered 
wagon era. The latter had its 


points, but its virtues were no more than the 
young people of the present time have. 


An entire generation of British youth was 


wiped out in the World war. It left nothing 
but graying men and fuzzy-haired youngsters. 
Yet, in some manner, these youngsters came 
to man's estate, came forward to assume 
man's responsibility, and they did a very ex- 
cellent job of it Before they took over the 
reins, John Bull was thru, venerable old man 
that he is, suffering from a thousand wounds. 
The Watsons of Wimpole street could see 
nothing ahead for the youth of Britain—after 
its finest blood, the flower of its manhood, had 
been destroyed in Flanders—but damnation 
and perdition. Freely it was said that the 
British empire was crumbling and in the nat- 
ural order of things, it would become a sec- 
ond rate power within a few years. The 
gloomy foreboding was not fulfilled, because 
youth came forward and did a splendid piece 
of work, with the result that Britain is defi- 
nitely on the mend.

"A New Deal," a phrase frequent- 


heard from the lips of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt during the campaign, is 
now being translated into action. He 
is a dynamo of energy with optim- 
ism and fearless courage. He has 
crashed through insuperable ob- 
stacles, overturned long-established 
precedents, and has secured con- 
gressional approval of his major 
program of legislation, an achieve- 
ment which old-time political ob- 
servers say is a "miracle." 


The swift pace set by the presi- 
dent in dealing with crucial prob- 
lems of the present has revitalized 
government, revealed a new leader- 
ship of a high order, and inspired 
confidence. How long he will hold 
this leadership, how long maintain 
this confidence, 
undoubtedly de- 
pends on bow he implements his 
program; the strategy he pursues 
in dealing with congress; his frank-

Most Educate Public.

of leadership seriously, becomes the

It is al- 
ways jroing on in the world 
somewhere, and in some place? 
is much more frequent than 
in our own country- 


The reason we talk so much 


about it, and raise such an 
uproar when it takes place, is 
really because we set. a much 
higher value upon our chil- 
dren than other nations do. 


In no place in the wwld are 


boys and girls so studied, so 
understood, so precious as are 
our own. Clinics, doctors, 
scientists, teachers, analysts 
devote their lives to them. We 
overdo this, perhaps, as we 
are apt to overdo everything, 
but the fact femains, noth- 
ing in life, not diamonds or 
national lotteries or the gold 
market is as important to us 
as our children a;re. 


Menace In Europe. 


Kidnaping for ransom is still 


carried 
on in certain parts of 


Europe on a pretty wide scale, and 
forty years ago, when I was a lit- 
tle girl, no story of English small 
town life was complete without the 
menace of the gypsies who stole 
children. 
Sitting In a room in a Pans 


hotel, with the usual leaden winter 
sky and the dome of the Madeleine 
beyond the windows, and a fire 
burning, I have been thinking about 
what went on not so long ago in 
& pleasant homely Caliornia town. 
A tidnapmg, a brutal murder, mob 
justice, and the much-censured ac- 
tion of the governor, all these 
m a d e 
sensational 
reading for 


French, British, German, Italian 
eyes. To them it was lawless Ameri- 
ca again,—rampant and shameless. 


And yet at the same time the 


comments upon the California hor- 
ror were arousing the emotions of 
these foreigners there was modest 
mention 
of 
what went 
on 
in 


Northampton, in law-abiding Eng- 
land. A 'monster" who kidnaped 
three-year-old 
Derek Robb, mur- 


dered and mutilated the poor baby 
and flung his body into a canal, 
was still at large, and had made 
an attempt 
to kidnap another 


child, one Bertie Home. The papers 
duly noted it, but without unbe- 
coming emphasis. 


Excitement Emphasis. 


We don't monopolize these fear- 


ful things. It-is only the excite- 
ment of fury into which they throw 
us that makes us seem to the world 
the nation where kidnaping is be- 
coming a business. If we took them 
calmly the world would take them 
calmly. We can't take anything 
calmly; much less what touches 
our children. 


When a monster mutilated and 


murdered a little Los Angeles girl 
& few years ago the entire com- 
munity—indeed, many communities 
formed themselves into volunteer 
deputies to find the criminal. He 
was found and promptly executed. 
In places where little girls are less 
valued, he might not have been. 


How many 
American mothers 


realize that many other nations 
are about a hundred years behind 
us where the treatment of children 
is concerned? In the last three 
months I have seen children with 
weazened and anxious faces carry- 
Ing heavy loads, children suffering 
from bad food, bad clothing, bad 
treatment. Not long ago I saw 
grown-ups casually watching a fa- 
ther beating an eight-year-old al- 
most into insensibility. One doesn't 
see that In American streets. One 
doesn't see looks of fear and anxi- 
ous terror on. the faces of our chil- 
dren. 


Consequently, w h e n anything 


happens to an American child we 


arc the background of many a 
small superfluous person. 


So even when frantic Califor- 


nians give the world such a news 
item as that of a jail-storming, a 
lynchng. I find something in my 
heart that is not altogether blame. 
San Jose, where the frightful kid- 
naping occurred, is a town neigh- 
boring my own: a peaceful, lovely, 
old-fashionecl place of tree-shadows 
and gardens; the last place in the 
world to be connected with a story 
of violence and cruelty. It is a 
young people's Paradise, and every 
boy and girl there has his or her 
share of open air and sunshine, 
laughter and amusement, spoiling 
and love. 


Well, it is hard to judge what 


happened. But I am inclined to 
think that it was justice and not 
revenge that brought the good folk 
of that peace-loving town forth 
from their homes on that Novem- 
ber night. When enough of the 
people wish a thing, it becomes 
the law; there was a terrible jus- 


tice in what they did—yet it was 
just. 


Perhaps they remembered an- 


other case, nine years ago, when 
an innocent small boy was stolen 
from his mother, murdered nud 
hidden, merely to prove to two 
merciless young criminals that they 
could safely perform "the perfect 
murder." They were found, they 
confessed and yet somehow through 
strangely crooked channels of de- 
fense they were allowed to live— 
they live today. 


Perhaps San Jose's fathers and 


mothers, carried out of themselves 
in an agony of sympathy and hor- 
ror determined instead to apply 
their own laws—certainly what had 
happened in that earlier case was 
not the law. Unrecognized mob ac- 
tion, when it is actuated by the 
instinct to protect our homes and 
our children, is surely a better 
thing than the chicanery and brib- 
ery and corruption that sometimes 
masquerade in the name of the 
law. 


If those who prostitute the great 


calling of the law, the bench, the 
police courts, were prompter and 
honester in action than they nre, 
they might now indeed cnst the 
first stone nt the citizenry that re- 
fuses to wait for them. 


In any case I feel n sort of bit- 


ter amusement at all this talk ol 
reverence for the law. coming as it 
does from those who have not 
scrupled to break and to make 
ridiculous other laws that happened 
not to please their fancy. 


Personally, I am for r.ll law and 


against all killing, whether this 
last be singly, as in kidnaping, or 
in the mass, as in war. Yet if there 
must be killing—and somehow men 
have never been able to get along 
without it—it is wonderful to think 
that this once it was not for money, 
not for trade, not to enlarge na- 
tional borders or increase national 
prestige. It was done because a son 
had been stolen away from his fa- 
ther and mother, destroyed in his 
safe 
and 
happy and honorable 


youth, and brutally killed without 
a chance to defend 
himself—to 


make terms with his killers. 


Arc we all so sure that the pun-

To the workaday world of telephone, Dan Lynn, the 


only operator of the little Redstone Home Mutual Telephons 
Company on a quiet byroad, off the Brownsville-Fayette City 
Highway, near Gillespie, Pa., is Just a pleasant voice. But 
there is much more than that to the man whose remarkable 
efficiency and uncanny deftness despite total blindness estab- 
lishes the connection between this tiny antiquated switch- 
board and the national system. 


Dan was not always blind. In 1905 he was hale, hearty 


and 21, a young husband and a proud father, making a com- 
fortable living as a coal cutter In the old Washington mine 
near Fayette City. One day a steel splinter flew off the 
coal drill Dan was using and lodged in his left eye.

New York Sun: In a material age It 


Is not surprising to see the old moor- 
dragged out of the new moon's arms 
and put to work. The familiar sky pic- 
ture of early evening has. it seems, a 
more practical use than to serve aa an 
Inspiration to painters and poets. The 
painters have little claim to consadera-

At the Mount 
Wilson Observatory there Is little time 
there have been running the old moon's 
for sentiment. 


The earth. like the xoooo, radiate* 


tnto space light which it receives from 
the son. Just as moonlight furnishes a 
pale Illumination for the dark side of 
the earth, so does earthshine dispel 
some of the gloom on the dark side of 
the moon. When a large part of the 
night hemisphere of the moon is tarnea 
toward the earth. Immediately before 
or immediately after the calendar new 
moon, the earth-lit area is visible as a 
pearly gibbous shape ixdd firmly to 


the grip of the slender bright bow. The 
earth, nearly full and with four times 
the diameter of the moon, would be a 
stunning sight in the lunar sky at such 
times if there were any lunar eyes to 
see it 


Light from the night side of the 


moon must pass three times thru the 
terrestrial atmosphere before it reaches 
an observer on the surface of the 
earth—once on its journey from the 


sun to toe earth, once as it is reflected 
outward to the moon and once as it 
comes back from the moon to the ob- 
server. The Mount Wilson astronomers 
decided that the spectrum of this light 
oug&t to show <rcygo7i lines much 
stronger than those in the spectrum of 
light from the bright side of the moon.

novelist. 


"The women of yesterday knew how 


to make a man's heart stand still with 
delight," he said. "They wen creatures 
of graciousness, of tenderness and of 
femininity who opened doors of en- 
chanted gardens to men. They Inspired 
them to dream great ventures. 


"When a man fell in love with such 


a woman, she made him feel that fire 
and moonlight and jewel flame were 
leaping through him. Throughout the 
years he never forgot the memory of 
those moments. 


"The reason she could weave such a 


spell Is because she knew how to give 
piquancy and glamour and romance to 
a love affair. She played It with all the 
wisdom of Eve, never revealing her 
tricks, but artfuLy concealing them. She 
knew that love was a fame of unex- 
pected surprises, of retreat and surren- 
ders. She brought Into It all the grace 
notes of emotion— the agonies, the de- 
'spairs, the raptures and the excitement 
Courtship was not merely another affair, 


• but the one big adventure that brought 


man to the pftin!M?1ft of human experi- 
ence. 
A Matter of Imagination 


«rpHE woman of those days knew that 


-*- a man fell In Jovt through his 


Imagination and not through his mind. 
That is why the modern woman made a 
fatal more when she minimized her 
elusiveness and became a good fellow, 
giving man an th» tricks In the game. 
Romance got to be a series of dull and 
commonplace affairs. 


"Naturally, men becamt oaraal about 


love and about women, and then was 
an exit to romance." 


Dr. Cronin. a stocky, good-looking 


man. Is one of England's best-known 
novelists. He began his career as a 
physician, serving first In tht navy as 
a medical officer and then In a London 
hospital. Later he went into private 
practice In SoutL Wales and subse- 
quently in the West End of London. 


In 1930 he retired from practice and 


went to the West Highlands of Scotland 
to write. 
His first book, "Hatter* 


Castle." at once brought him into the 
foreground of modem novelists. He fol- 
lowed with several other very successful 
novels. He now lives with his wife and 
two small sons in the beaotif al district 
of Kensington. LooSon. 


Dr. Cronin 's keen penetration, counted 


with his human understanding 
from his long experience ta the 
field, makes it interesting to discuss wjtb 
him the soda] problems of the day. Hf 
Is disappoint od with many of our modern 
women because he feels that in their 
desire to prove theii emancipation they 
overstepped tbeir bounds, destroying 
rather than creating. He particularly 
points to the havoc they wrought with 
romantic love. 


They Should Take Lessons From Their Grandmothers; 


Sophistry Leads to Misery, Says Dr. A. J. Cronin 


"Women an failing In their essential v 


role at women," he stated. "In fact, we 
do not see women, bat creatures who are 
coarse and common-looking. They act 
like courtesans, and with their scarlet 
lips, heavily rouged cheeks, plucked eye- 
brows and painted nafla they Indeed 
look like them. 


"How can a man give such women re- 


spect and consideration? How can they 
inspire him to romance and to enduring 
love? If the sweet, womanly qualities 
that men once adored do exist, then they 
are hidden under the masks they wear 


"But in how many women, though, 


has there developed a hardness and cal- 
lousness which one formerly didn't find 
in them? X know a man of 70 who Is 
being bled dry by two gold-digging young 
women. This is by no means uncommon 
today. 


"Many of our women, too, in their 


desire to show that they are modem, 
lira the lore program of philandering 
men. They go anrand collecting lovers 
ok* butterflies. 
When yon go to a 


country horn* for a week-end you find 
that Mrs. X. is with soms man who is 
not her husband. A few weeks later. 
at another home party, she Is there with 
a new nan ta tow. They regard fidelity 


as distinctly old-fashioned and out- 
moded. 


"I think that in the long run such a 


woman is a traitor to herself. She de- 
stroys the best that is in her by playing 
a man's emotional role. She is different 
hi her physiology and psychology and 
she cant change these things. 


An Unwanted Woman 
«T AM often reminded In this connec- 


•1 tion of Dr. Johnson's remark about 


a dog standing on its hind legs. It is 
contrary to nature. Woman is trying to 
do the same thing. 


"She may think she is smart and sure 


of herself and that she can get a* ay 
with it, but the time comes when sic 
lacerates herself emotionally. She gives 
too much and gets too little, and in the 
end there Is the possibility of making 
herself an unwanted woman. 
I can 


think of nothing more terrible for her 
than that. There Is no chance of hap- 
piness for her. . 


"A woman may assume a sophisticated 


pose and show the world that she is 
q-ulte capable of trying her charms on 
many men, but her own monogamy 
makes this a certain road to misery. 
Experience Is already beginning to teach 


her that fidelity is an obligation of con- 
tentment, if not of duty." t 


While men have taken women at their 


word and played the game in the sport- 
ing manner they asked" for. yet, accord- 
ing to Dr. Cronin, they are not happy 
about it. 


"Men-have always in their hearts kept 


to an ideal of faithfulness and loyalty 
for their women," he said. "The women 
who have held their men did so because 
they had these solid qualities. 


"Intellectually and economically a 


man wants woman to be his equal. Ba* 
spiritually he wants hex with pure and 
lofty ideals. 
Man, on the whole, has 


been honest In admitting his dual na- 
ture, and his oldest, most difficult job 
has been to keep his higher nature from 
being overwhelmed by the lower.

"Women already look weary and dis- 


illusioned. Their fine and lovely femi- 
ninity has become coarsened and cheap- 
ened. They have exhausted all their 
nervous energy and fiber in a round ol 
meaningless affairs. They are neurotic, 
and their lives, despite all their freedom, 
lacks fulfillment. Somehow they are be- 
ginning to be aware that they have 
missed happiness." 


Dr. Cronm feels that women are not 


entirely to blame if they are not working 
out the way they thought they would. 


"How could they tell what it would be 


Uke until they had their fling? How 
could they know that, although they 
would Insist upon the right to live life 
as a man does, they would still be moved 
by ambitions and emotions distinctly 
feminine? 


Will Return to Old Ideals 
« AT PRESENT women are unpre- 


•£*• dictable and we cannot say defi- 


nitely which way they are headed. If 
they continue the way they are, rest- 
lessly searching for excitement and 
becoming more promiscuous, the race 
is headed for a crash. But I am In- 
clined to believe that they will in 
time swing back to the old Ideals, 
because already many of the younger 
women want to be feminine. They want 
love and romance in the old-fashioned 
sense of the word. Therefore they may 
yet turn to a more formal ritual In 
manners and morals. 


"Personally," smiled the novelist, Td 


like to see them take a tip from their 
grandmothers and learn how to flirt 
again, how to capture and bold men 
with their endearing and womanly 
qualities." 


But women win sllfl maintain their 


economic 
Independence. 
This, 
Dr. 


Cronin stated, has beta one of the great 
gains of their emandpaUoa. 


"In the old days a spinster or a widow 


bad no way of taking care of herself. 
She had to be dependent upon some 
relative who wasnt any too glad to have 
the extra burden, or she had to take In 
sewing. A young woman could hardly 
refuse an opportunity to marry, no mat- 
ter how distasteful it was. 


Today no woman who Is trained for 


economic Independence need fear such 
a life. She need not be a burden to her 
relatives or stand for an unhappy mar- 
riage at the expense of her personal 
dignity and respect 


-But the fact that she can be ecooond- 


cafly Independent should not sidetrack 
her from her essential role in life. If 
she places any oth»r achievement first, 
it will sooner or later redound to her 
undoing. She should use her r.er: opi-to: - 
tunities and advantages to create a bet- 
ter home life and a more satisfying mar- 
riage. When her maternal and domestlo 
Jobs are over she can then take up out- 
side things to fill her days. She need 
not. like the women of previous genera- 
tions, sit at the fireside with folded 
hands, waiting for the final curtain. 


Happier in the Home 
«T DON'T mean to hold up the Vic- 


•*• torlan marriage as an ideal 
I 


would not *ant to see women go back 
to a life in which they suffered so many- 
Injustices and hardships. That would bo 
awful to contemplate. 


"But I do want to bring out that 


woman's nature is such that she is hap- 
pier in the home and that there she. has 
a wide sphere.of influence. I know many 
women who have devoted themselves to 
a career and made a success of it. 
Today they are holding on only by grit- 
ting their teeth. They come home to an 
empty apartment. 
They eat dinner 


alone, read, take an aspirin and go 
to bed. 


"It isn't much of an existence for a 


woman. There is none of the home life 
or emotional outlet to satisfy the ma- 
ternal in her. The bleak finahtv of it 
all leaves her depressed and morose ' 


When asked uhj the dissatisfaction 


and unhappiness of women were not so 
marked in England as in America, Dr. 
Cronin replied: 


"First, we haven't as many inde- 


pendent women as you have in America. 
You must realize that in England tho 
business world still offers few opportu- 
nities to women 
They can get unim- 


portant, trivial jobs., but there is littls 
chance for them to advance, to earn a 
comfortable livelihood. The weight of 
prejudice is still against them. A vroman 
can't say, as she does in America. Til 
make a career for myself' 


"The great mass of women, thereiore, 


still accept the home as their sphere. 
Not baling outside opportunities or th» 
means with which to indulge themsehes, 
they are content to be housewives 


"In the second place. English hus- 


bands and wives have a similarity of 
outlook and a community of interests 
which American couples don't possess. 


"No matter what an English girl may 


have been, when she marries she merges 
her outlook and her interests with thosa 
of her husband. If she marries a pa- 
perhanger, her whole being becomes 
merged with the business of paperhang- 
ing. All her interests and pleasures cen- 
ter around her husband. He become* 
her life, and she considers everything 
else secondary. They live, therefore, in 
a vital, creative relationship with each 
other. 


"The American wife, on the other 


hand, builds up a life that is apart from 
her husband's She has her own inter- 
ests, her own fncnds and her own ac- 
tivities. She is not wholly to blame for 
this because American men prefer w> 
absorb themselves in their work 
It 


seems completely to satisly them. Hicy 
haven't the interest in the things that 
are important to women as the English 
and Continental men have- 


"So American women are lelt u» thei» 


own resources. They take part to a» 
toads of activities, which gives the* 
little opportunity to use the creaUv» 
xaf maternal capacities which are theirs. 
The result is frustration and discont*nv 


"The only way for them to find hap- 


piness is to bring about a more harmo- 
nious relationship between the men and 
themselves. It 5s the goal for which 
every woman shooed strive,"

pure copper Implements In this first 
dty, buried forty feet beneath debrts 
of eight later cities, dates the dty la 
the early Bronze aga, about 1£OO B. c. 


Previously the foundation of Troy was 
thought to have been much earlier. 


Blegen presented evidence also to 


prove that the site was occupied con- 
tinuously for 3,000 year* until the first 
Roman invasions Into Asia Minor. Pre- 
viously It was thought that after the 
Trojan War, which Is thought to have 
destroyed the sixth city of Troy, the 
dty was deserted.
